Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-2, 5-11, 13-24, and 27-32 are allowed. 

Claims 1-2, 5-1 1, 13-24, and 27-32 are allowable over the prior art of record, non of the 
prior art whether together singularly or in combination to teach the claimed combination as 
recited. The closest reference 5,883,515 does not teach or suggest the improvement of the 
instant application comprises obtaining a plurality of unfocused differential array resistivity 
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measurements (lateral log) over a depth interval, obtaining a plurality of additional resistivity 
measurements over the depth interval, and processing the plurality of the unfocused differential 
array resistivity measurements and the plurality of additional resistivity measurements to obtain a 
parameter of interest of an anisotropic earth formation, without applying the inversion technique 
to the additional resistivity measurements to simplify the process by reducing computing time 
and continuously provide the anisotropy output log at each logging point.
